But for Less Serious Violafféns of 
Law Severe Penalties “re Meted 
Out—Some Typical Examples 
of the Blindness of Brit- 
ish Justice.

Dramatic Suicide of De- 
spondent Couple in 
France,

Paris, Oct. 15.—A farmer and his wife, 
named Bourtine, committed suicide under 


very dramatic circumstances yesterday 
at Miodet, in the Department of Puy de 
Dome. 

They had recently undergone a good 
deal of worry owing to the loss of money 
and a lawsuit, and Mrs. Bgurtine, who 
had allowed their troubles to prey on 
her mind, yesterday persuaded her hus- 
band to shoot Her, and then commit suf- 
cide himself.

Canadian Artist Called by King Ed- 
ward.

J. Colin Forbes, R. C. A, the Canadian 
artist who is at present in Cleveland 
painting the portrait of Mr. Thomas 8. 
McWilliams, pastor of Cavalry Pres- 
byterlan church, has received word 
from Edward of England that he may 
paint the king’s and queen’s portraits 
in accordance with the request of the 
Canadian government. Mr. Forbes wil 
leave for London within a few weeks 
to begin the work. 

Many of England’s and this country’s 
prominent .men have been painted by 
Mr. Forbes. His most famous work 
has probably been his pictures of Giad- 
stone, of which he painted seven.

Steeple and Bell Harry Tower, it was 
built at the latter end of the fifteenth 
century, under the auspices of Arch- 
bishops Morton and Warham, and Pri- 
ore Sellynge and Goldstone, The former 
arohbishop hag deeply left his mark up- 
on its surface, for in many places is to 
be seen engraved his rebus, a barrel or 
tun, surrounded by the letters J., signi- 
fying John, and M. O. R., the ornament 
being surmounted by a cardinal’s hat,

' Montgomery, Ala., October 1!15.—(Spe- 
cial.)—The expressions of Alabama capi- 
tal citizens on the charge of Judge 
Thomas G. Jones to the federal grand 
jury at Huntsville last Tuesday indicate 
@ division of opinion both as to the iaw 
in the premises and the timeliness of the 
pogition taken. 

The charge very clearly stated that if 
the jury thought that the negro Maples 
was lynched because he was a negro, 
and thay, the same thing would not have 
hhappened if he had been white, it had a 
right to investigate the offense by the 
mob committed. 

The fear of most citizens and many 
of the newspapers is that the taking up 
of this by the United States court will 
ppen the way for endless and dangerous 
Interference in the legal affairs of the 
“youth. 

Through it all, however, the earnest- 
ress and honesty of Judge Jones is con- 
ceded, and every one attributes to him 
only a desire to better the conditions of 
the country. 

The Miobile Register fears that the 
position taken by Judge Jones will, if 
followed out, lead to embarrassing legal 
difficulties. If the jury shall have the 
right to consider Whether the fact of 
Maples being a negro or not led to his 
murder by the mob, would it not be jus- 
tified in going much further into the 
a of speculation, is an idea advanced 
by © Mobile Register. Could the same 
idea not be carried into every difficulty 
between a white man and a negro, vr 
into every crime where a negro assaults 
& white woman, raising the question 
whether it would have been done if the 
Woman had been other than white, in 
other words, making the matter of race 
apply both ways, The Registers atti- 
tude towards Judge Jones is, however, 
one of highest regard, found in the fol- 
lowing sentence of an exhaustive dis- 
cussion of the charge:

COLUMBUS WANTS ROAD 
FROM ATLANTA TO GULF 


OLUMBUS, GA., October 15.—(Spe- 
( cial.)—Columbus is intensely inter- 

ested in the proposition to build a 
railroad from Atlanta to the sea, via this 
city, and the articles in The Constitution 
this week on this subject have been wide- 
ly read in this city and section and gen- 
efally commented upon. 

For several years it has been the dream 
of Columbus to have a direct railroad 
line to the gulf coast, and the city has 
also realized what a great benefit {t would 
be to have a more direct road between 
Columbus and Atlanta than now exists, 
and has longed for the building of such 


The carrying out of either of the rail- 
road enterprises distussed in The Con- 
stitution would mean the consummation 
of thege two projects, and thus it {s not 
strange that the proposition was received 
with great enthusiasm Jere. 

Two Roads Being Built. 


A brief statement of the railroad situ- 
ation in this section would be both time- 
ly and interesting. Two railroads are be- 
ing built from the gulf of Mexico toward 
Columbus. One is the Georgia, Florida 
and Alabama railway, which has been 
completed from Tallahassee, Fla., to Cuth- 
bert, Ga., in Randolph county, only a 
short distance below this city. The road 
virtually extends to Carrabelle, Fla., as 
the company has acquired a road from 
Tallahassee to Carrabelle, and now oper- 
ates through trains from Cuthbert, Ga., 
to Carrabelle, Fla., which is recognized 
as one of the best ports on the gulf coast. 
The extension of this road to the north is 
only a matter of a short time, as the 
company is already arranging to do this 
work. It has been understood all along 
that the road would come to Columbus, 
and Colonel J. P. Williams, of Savannah, 
president of the company, has repeatedly 
said in effect that it would be extended to 
this city. Columbus is willing to meet 
the company in a fair and liberal spirit 
and to grant all reasonable concessions. 


At St. Andrews Bay. 

The other road that is being bullt to- 
ward Columbus from the gulf of Mexico 
ig the Birmingham, Columbus and St. 
Andrews Bay railroad. It is the inten- 
tion to build a branch from this city to 
Birmingham, and it would be just as easy 
to extend the road from here to Atlanta 
as to Birmingham. 
that both extensions would pay. Colum- 
bus would then be the funnel through 
which the traffic of the two biggest cities 
in Georgia and Alabama would pour en 
route to the gulf coast, and thus to the 
Orient by way of the new Isthmian ca- 
nal, 

Actual work is now in progress on the 


Birmingham, Columbus and St. Andrews | 


Tailway at Chipley, Fla., and 5 miles of 


it will soon be completed. <A shipment 
of 500 tons of stee)] rails hag already 
been made to Chipley. The road will 
be constructed first from Chipley to St. 
Andrews bay, and then built northward 
from Chipley to Columbus, via Fufaula 
and other important towns in southeast 
Alabama. 

St. Andrews bay, which will be the 
southern terminus of the road, is one of 
the finest -harbors of the entire gulf 
ccast. It is a natural] land-locked har- 
bor, the water being of great depth 
such as to accommodate the largest sea- 
going vessels. A Columbus man who re- 
turned recently from St. Andrews bay 
said that it was large enough to hold the 
navies of the world. 


A Line to Pensacola. 

Columbus has still another opportunity 
of getting in direct touch with a gulf 
port through a line of railway and in 
this project, too, Atlanta would be very 
much interested. This consists in filling 
in the gap between Andalusia, Ala., and 
Pensacola, Fla., thus giving a direct line 
of railway from Columbus to Pensacola. 
The Mobile and Girard road now ex- 
terds from Columbus almost to the 
Florida line, Andalusia being its ter- 
minus. Only a few years ago it was 
extended from Seawright, Ala., to An- 
daiusia. This road is a part of the Cen- 
tral of Georgia system, and it has been 
supposed, as a matter of course, that it 
is only a question of time before the 
Centra] makes the extension to Pensa-

T. LOUIS, October 15.—(Special.)— 
S That the public in general] takes 
an unusual interest In things mil- 
itary is exemplified every day at the 
world’s fair. Drills by visiting soldiery 
are attractive features of the daily 
progress, and recently, although the 
international peace congress was in ses- 
sion in one portion of the grounds, at 
least twenty thousand persons were 
eagerly witnessing the warlike maneuv- 
ers of Uncle Sam's soldiers on the plaza 
of St. Louis. 
The military side of the world’s fair 
has been an attractive and interesting 
one ever since the opening months, 


when crack regiments of cadets from the 


different military schools, including West 
Point and Culver, lent a martial mien 
to the quiet civilian life of the exposi- 
tion. Many visitors will return home 
with a much better idea of what consti- 
tutes a perfect drill. The rural visitor 
had perhaps never seen an organization 
drill, except the ‘‘crack’’ company of 
militia of his home town, until he visited 
the fair. And the city person may have 
never taken the time to witness a “regi- 
mental’ until] it was thrust upon him in 
all its ceremonious at the exposition.

the world’s fair. Perhaps the most in- 
teresting to the sightseer are the drills 
of the Philippine scouts and constabu- 
lary, which have occupied a model camp 
on the Philippine reservation ever since 
the fair opened. These little brown men 
excite great admiration when going 
through their maneuvers. They are ex- 
cellently drilled, and the snap and pre- 
cision with which they execute intricate 
movementg draws forth from the crowd 
which witnesses their drills every day a 
storm of enthusiastic applause. 


The. Philippine Scouts 

The Fhilippine scouts represent the 
Philippine contingent of the regular army 
of the United States, and are command- 
ed by Major William H,. Johnson, U. S. 
A. The basis of this organization was 
originally Batson’s scouts, several com- 
panies of Macabebes organized in 1899, 
during the insurrection, by General Law- 
ton. Their work in the islands is in- 
valuable. A special act of congress au- 
thorized the enlistment of 12,000 men 
as native scouts, ad these now form a 
part of the standing army in the Phiiip- 
pines. The original company of scouts 
first taught the American soldier the 
effectiveness of the ‘‘water cure.’”’ Four 
companies out of the fifty which make 


up our provincial army were selected to 
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the World’s Fair. Drill of 119th

1. Allow the state the right of chang- 
ing the venue in all cases, civil and crim- 
inal, where the opposing party has such 
right. 

2. When a human life is taken by what 
is known as lynching, if a prosecution and 
conviction do not occur within a limited 


time, the county in which the lynching 
occurred shall be Hable to a fine of 
$10,000, which shall go to the common 
school fund of the state, 

3. Let there be a revision of criminal 
procedurg with a view of procuding as 
speedy a trial of all criminals—embrac- 
ing lynchers as well—as may be consist- 
ent with the ends of justice, 

Judge Hopkins does not, however, 
believe the “law's delay” is in the main

AGASAKI, JAPAN, Sept. 8.—(Spe- 
N cial correspandenoe of The Consti- 
tution.)—Japan is nothing if not 
artistic and enthusiastic. The genius of 
her people and their artistic taste has 
never been more strikingly displayed 
than in the elaborate and gorgeous cel- 
ebrations of recent victories in Manciu- 
rla. For weeks there has been painful 
anxiety, and an @wful tension of the na- 
tional nerves. The predicted fall of Port 
Arthur and the anticipated smashing of 
Kuropatkin's army have kept the people 
on the qui vive. Extravagant and excit- 
ing rumors have failed of official confi- 
mation, «0 far as Port Arthur is con- 
, cerned. Painful anxiety was fast reach- 
ing the point of alarm, and when the 
news came from imperial headquarters 
that the Japanese armies had occupied 
ffao Yang the pent-up enthusiasm of 
waiting weeks disdained all. bounds, and 

gave way to the wildest rejoicing. 

About noon boys with jingling belle 
at their belts dashed wp and down the 
etreets shouting with loud voices, ‘“Gogal, 
Gogail’’ They flung the little extra eil- 
tions of the newspapers into every house.

HOW FOOTBALL IS PLAYED: - 
ESOTERICS OF THE GAME 


BY J. W. HEISMAN, 

Coach Georgia School of Technology. 
INCE the opening of the football 
S season [IT have repeatedly been 
asked to write something element- 
ary On the subject, preferably merely 
descriptive of the game that the public 
at large may be aided in educating 
themselves up to the game.

BEFORE COUNTY BOARD 


AMUEL M. INMAN, formerly one 
of Atianta’s most prominent citi- 


zens and still identified with many 
_. ‘important local interests, came from New 


York for the purpose of speaking before 
the board of county commissioners last 


Friday in the interest of the Southern 


railway. Mr. Inman’s remarks were from 
‘the standpoint of one interested both in 


_ Atlanta and the railroad interest and his 


talk was given close attention by those 
present. 
Mr. Inman’s address jin full follows: 
“Mr. Chairman: I have only reached 
Atlanta within the last day or two, but 
before arriving I was under the impres- 


sion from reading the newspapers that 


the manufacturing industries of this city 
were at a standstill on account of unjust 
discrimination in freight rates against At- 
lanta, and that grass was about growing 
in the streets of Atlanta, and all that sort 
of thing, but, on the contrary, I find that 
business is active, real estate ig higher 
than it ever was before, that it is bring- 
ing fancy prices in the west end, and 


‘that property is higher on the north side 


than it ever has been, and, im fact, all 
Over the entire city I find the same con- 
dition of affairs. The president of the 


Atlanta national bank tells me there is | 
more money on deposit in his bank than | 


ever before—over %5,000,000—and the 


other banks seem equally prosperous. 
In Sympathy With Atlanta. 

“I am in sympathy with anything that 
will help Atlanta; I am in sympathy with 
any reduction in freight rates where At- 
lanta is concerned. The matter of freight 
rates in Atlanta was brought to my no- 
tice perhaps a year ago. I had a confer- 
ence with President Spencer, Vice Presi- 
dent Finley and Vice President Culp, of 
the Southern Railway Company, and the 
reasons they gave me for this condition 
Of affairs seemed reasonable to them. 
They have their side of it, and the 
freight bureau has its. It is not neces- 
Sary to go into detail. 

“My interest is with Atlanta. Where 
I have one dollar in the Southern Rail- 
way Company, I have fifty in Atlanta. At 
the same time, I believe the shape things 
a@re assuming is going to do Atlanta great 
harm, unless more conservatism is shown. 


_ “The question of freight rates is more | 
or less agitated al] over the country; the | 


people of New York complain that they 
are being discriminated against, and you 
find the same agitation in every city in 
the country. If there is any city in this 
country contented with its freight rates I 
do not know where it is. The first ev’- 
dence you find that a town is getting 
along pretty well is when they begin to 
agitate freight rates. I find that most 
all of the southern cities have had thjs 


question up, most of them witbin the) 


last twelve months. 
“This question of imposing conditions 


‘before work is allowed to go on, it seems 


to me in this case ought to be eliminated; 
the question of freight discrimination 
ought to go to the proper channel for 
determination, which is the state and in- 


terstate commissions, and not your hon- | 


orable body. 
“Mr. Chairman, this freight rate mat- 


ter has been before the state railroad | 


commission, and it is now in the United 
States court. You have wise men on the 
bench, good and just men in the supreme 
court. You have a United States judge 
whose good right arm was lost in de- 
fense of Atlanta, and every breath he 
draws ig in behalf of Atlanta. 

“Now, the Southern Railway Company 
Is spending more money in Atlanta than 
lt has ever spent in another southern 
Over $2,250,000 is being spent here 
right - now. 

“JT have spent a great deal 
during the last five years working for 
Atlanta with the authorities of the South- 
ern Railway Company. President Spen- 
eer and many of the board are good 
friends of mine, and I have talked At- 
lanta and Atlanta improvements to them 
until I was almost ashamed to look them 
in the face. 

Secured the New Depot. 

“I believe I can say without egotism, 
and the statement will be verified both 
by President Spencer and Mr. Thompson, 
that to me, as much as any other man, 

due the credit of originally securing 
the present splendid terminal station and 
other developments upon which the 
Southern Railway Company is now spend- 
ing its money in this vicinity; more 
money than it is spending, perhaps, in 
any other two southern cities.

(Communicated.) 

R. EF J. SPALDING, §represent- 

ing the Louisville and Nashville 

railroad, made the following 
Statement in hig remarks before the re- 
cent meeting of the board of counfy 
commissioners in reference to the matter 
of withholding official action on appli- 
cations intended to give Atlanta atdi- 
tional freight facilities. 

Mr. Spalding said: 

“Mr,-Chairman: I do not ‘represent 
any one interested immediately in the 
pending application of the Southern 
railway for the right to cross Marietta 
Road, but as the Atlanta Freight Bu- 
reau has filed a petition here asKing 
that you lay down a general rule that 
no right to cross any road will be 
granted by this board to any company 
without attaching a condition as to At- 
lanta freight rates, and to arbitrate any 
dispute that may arise on this question, 
I want to say a word. 

“IT represent the Atlanta, Knoxville 
and Northern Raijway Company, which 
is seeking to bulld into Atlanta from 
Marietta. It is ehartered under the 
laws of Georgia, and has the powers 
of the general railroad. law found in 
section 2167 sub-section 5 of the code. 
You will see from this that we have 
the legislative right to cross the public 
roads in this Stafe, and at most this 
board could only exercise a  super- 
visory power as to the manner of this 
crossing—whether at grade, below grade, 
or over gradé, in the exercise of a sound 
discretion for the public good. 

“There was some confei@nce with the 
county attorney, and the chairman.

Two years ago the company’s service 
became so unsatisfactory. that the citi-

bondholders of the Cofumbus Water 
Works Company then filed in the United 
Statse court a petition asking the court 


claiming that it could not legally do so 
under the contract with the company, 
The city claimed that the contract was 
null and yoid because of the company's 
failure to perform it. The case was re- 
ferred to the master by Judge Newman. 

At the hearing several months ago a 
great amount of testimony was intro- 
duced by both sides. 

In his report to the court the master 
recommends that the contract between 
the city and the water works company 
be rescinded and declared annulled and 
that the city be permitted to construct 
water works of its own. 
equity the master recommends that the 
city be required to purchase the Colum- 
bus Water Works Company’s distribu- 
the sum of $176,562. This includes the 
city. 

The city of Columbus will not object 
to buying the company’s pipes, but does 
not think that $176,562 is an accurate 
valuation and will except to the findings 
of the master in this respect.

It is Believed That Influence Which 
Will Check Advance Will Come 
from Abroad—How High 
Frices for Cotton Benefits 
Railroads of South, 


By Robert N. Burnett. 

New York, October 15.—(Special.)—From 
the amount of profit taking in stocks this 
week, some of it coming from prominent 
interests, it was apparent that many 
thought the long expected reaction is 
mear at hand. Prices did recede some- 
what, but this brought in fresh buying 
orders and the setback that we got was 
small. Thus far the present advance in 
stocks continues to resemble that of 1901, 
when everybody was predicting reactions 
that did not come until the great break 
-Caused by the Northern Pacific corner. 
Many commission firms claimed that the 
Public is ngt yet buying many stocks, 
that nearly all of their orders come from 
big people who are behind the rise. Yet 
the fact remains that somebody has been 
taking enormous amounts besides the 
bankers’ syndicate, above referred to. 

It was learned this week that Euro- 
Dean interestge> chiefly in Germany, 
France and England, have bought 200,000 
shares of our stocks during the last six 
weeks and that since the rise began their 
purchases, including bonds, have been the 
equivalent of haif a million shares, 
buying came mostly on direct cable or- 
ders and the arbitrage people knew noth- 
ing about it. The latter handle only 
scalping orders and it makes no differ- 
ence to them whether they buy or sell 
so long as they make a profit. They 
are after the |-4 or !-2 point profit, which 
is represented by the difference in level 
between New York and London at cer- 
tain times. When prices are at parity 
though we may be having an active mar- 
ket here, London is reported by the arbi- 
trage brokers as doing nothing. This js 
not true much of the time. Leading 
foreign bankers sometimes receive buy- 
ing orders for 10,000 shares, or perhaps 
corresponding gelling orders, which are 
not known about in stock exchange cir- 
cles. From all appearances the Standard 
Oil interests, who have been at the back 
of the rise, and the most influential 
members of the bankers’ pool, gave out 
the point to thetr connections on 


advance. This has materially helped the 

standing of American stocks in Europe 

and they stil) rank as the leaders there. 
May Check Advance. 

From present indications the influence 
which will check the rise jn our stock 
market is quite likely to come from 
‘abroad. Just what shape it will take 
is not yet apparent. It may be a serious 
drain on the money markets of the world, 
necessitating the withdrawal of a con- 
siderable amount to one center. This 
would stop purchases of our stocks in 


Europe and probably cause considerable | 


selling. The point must always be borne 
in mind that heavy liquidation of our 
securities, whatever quarter it may come 
from, is pretty sure to check a rise here, 
for no pool, however strong, will go on 
leading up unless it sees the way clear 
to dispose of what it takes. and it will 
not fight against adverse conditions. The 
keen demand for money which has de- 
veloped in Germany, causing an advance 
in the Imperial bank rate to 5 per cent, 
does not as yet contain any discomfiting 
element. 

Germany has its tight money periods 
every now and then, but they pass off. 
At the moment there is no particular 
cloud on the financial horizon which 
need disturb Wall street. Our money 
market is easy and the bankers show 
their ability to handle it without trou- 
ble. Amounts of $1,000,000 have been 
joaned this week at 3% per cent to carry 
over the end of the year. One Joan was 
reported at 3% per cent to run for a 
year. All of these loans were made 
or. good railroad collateral]. Evidently, 
it is the prevailing belief among bank- 
erg that when the crop moving time is 
over enormous amounts of money will 
again accumulate here and they. will 
have difficulty in employing it, unless 
it goes into the stock market. How- 
ever, from the way in which trade is 
recovering the demand in other chan- 
nels will become so great that we are not 
likely to get back to | per cent call 
money again for some time to come. 

That cotton exports during September 
should be more than twice as much in 
value as they were for the same month 
of last vear excited general surprise, but 
they were consistent with the private ad- 
vices received from Europe that spinners 
there wil] hasten this year to lay in 
their supplies and not soon again be 
caught buying high priced raw material. 
They did better last year than many of 
their American cousins, but they intend 
to improve on this. The theory offered 
during the Sully boom that cotton had 
gone up to a permanently higher level— 
vsing the word “permanent” to cover two 
or three years time—and that the demand 
would be so great that we would not see 
it much below 10 cents again for a 
considerable time to come—is becoming 
more widely accepted. The Genman spin- 
ners who came to America this week an- 
nounced their intention to lay in their 
stocks without delay and they predicted 
higher prices than having been ruling -in 
the near future. This opinion, of course, 
must be taken with allowance, but the 
heavy volume of exports seems to sup- 
port their view. A foreign pool of some 
dimensions is understood to be working 
on the bull side of cotton. It is under- 
stood to have some American members, 
apparently some of the same men who 
participated in the rise of last year. The 
pool is apparently back of many of the 
large shipments of cotton to Europe, this 
device being convincing evidence to 
many in speculative circles of the cer- 
tainty that this year’s crop will scarcely 
suffice to meet the demand. Such is the 
argument used in cotton exchange cir- 
cles by those favoring higher prices. 

Southern Railroads and Cotton. 

How the southern railroads indirectly 
benefit by the higher price of cotton 
which the.farmers received last year 
than they obtained the previous year 
{s strikingly ilustrated by the showing 
made by the Southern railway in its 
annual report, issued this week. The 
game principle applies to all other south- 
ern companies that haul much cotton, 
and, for that matter, the same principle 
holds with reference to the granger roads, 
when the farmers get more for their 
grain, though they may haul less grain 
im some years. The Southern railway 


carried nearly |! per cent less cotton 
and products mage from cotton last year 
than the year before, but, on the other 
hand, its miscellaneous tonnage increas- 
ed so that the total was 1,535,000 tons 
more than the previous year and net 
earnings from operations were $629,390 
larger than the previous year. 

The principal increases were itn general 
merchandise, household goods and miscel- 
laneous articles suck as the farmer and 
his family would buy, having more spend- 
ing money than formerly. The setting of 
more money in circulation, of course, 
benefits many other classes. The railroads 
carried less cotton and received less for 
what they did handle, but they more than 
made up by the other things which they 
did transport, to supply the increased 
wants of the population along their lines. 
Thus is the power of money made mani- 
fest is various ramifications. A concrete 
example like the above speaks more elo- 
quently than volumes of theory. The ar- 
gument of the influence of increased gold 
production in inflating prices is based on 
somewhat similar reasoning. The more 
gold that is set in circulation, unless con- 
trary influences more than offset, the 
more will people in genera} finally get 
to spend, though the distance from the 
Owner of the mine to the workman in a 
factory may be a long one. Inflatign in 
prices first begins gradually in certain 
‘lines until it reaches many products. The 
‘net result to the spender is not necessari- 
ly of consequence if he pays relativiy as 
much more for what he buys as the in- 
crease in his spending money. 

_ Standard Oil in Railways. 

The increase in Standard o!} representa- 
tion in leading railroad directories, as 
illustrated by the addition of two more 
Rockefeller men to the Union Pacific 
board, giving them seven out of four- 
teen, and a prevailing belief that they 
are increasing their influence jn Chicago 
and Northwestern and Atchiscon and will 
have larger representation at the coming 
annual meetings of those companies, 
makes it apparent that these commercial 
giants now dictate the raitroad situs>:on 
in this country. Their influence in the 
eastern railroads has long been well 
known. This individua] community of 
Ownership, it is generally conceded, will 
go further to promote harmony than any 
number of mergers which stand in danger 
Of being upset by the courts. The most

THE WEEK IN WALL STREET. 


New York, October 15.—A broad and 
active market has prevailed during the 
week for all varieties of securities, and 
the tendency has been upward, though 
there has been some very heavy selling 
to relieve profits on the activity.

3efore tne people of that section of 
West End within the city, and those 
just across the line realized what had 
been going on, the railroad contractors 
had gradeqd down Lawton street and 
Beecher to the grade indicated by the 
engineer's pegs. On Rolio street the 
work essential to the plans of the road 
has been completed, Rollo starts at 
Gordon and runs south to Beecher, which 
begins at Lee and runs west to Cascade 
| avenue and crosses Beecher inside the

| having obtained ,the consent of either 
| the city—however, Ifttle work seems to 
have been done within the city—or the 
county.

t regard to music in the church has 
given rise to considerable musi- 
cal activity, and there is natural sugges- 
tion of still further activity in a differ- 
ent and significant line. The substitu- 
tion of male for mixed voices and of 
plain chant for modern forms is a rad-* 
ical change, but a consequent resuit 
scarcely less important will be the prob- 
able change of thought among modern 

religious composers, 


tion for some time at the vatican an edi- 
tion of plain chant Which shall be au- 
thoritative and which shall be known 
as the vatican edition, the pontifical 
commission appointed for the purpose of 
carrying out the plan of the encyclical 
regarding church music having in charge 
the preparation of this edition, and its 
publication, the object of which is to se- 
cure uniformity. The Benedictine monks 
of Solesme, who now have their home 
in England since the expulsion of the re- 
ligious communities from France, are 
responsible for the virsion of chant 
which has been recommended by his 
holiness to the commissidn and which 
will probably be adopted. 

The new order of music in the church, 
hova2ver, does not limit the chorus to the 
use of plain chant alone, but other mu- 
sic, provided it is pertinent in quality 
and free from irreverent or theatrical 
suggestion is permissible. 

The demand in sacred music will to 
some extent regulate the supply, and 
composers will soon fall into line by 
training their ideas to conformity with 
the restored and severer church forms. 
Just as the great composers of the cen- 
turies when the more florid musical 
forms had the ascendant, some of these 
composers not even allied to the faith 
they glorified in music, composed ac- 
cording to the ideals which have left 
uS a vast collection of masses, etc., that 
are distinctly masterpieces; works of 
art so beautiful, indeed, that it almost 
feems unfeeling to call them profane; so 
now it is altogether probable that there 
will be immediate activity in tie world 
of composition to create more music that 
will conform to the musical revival. The 
famous dramatic Masses and kindred 
music belonging to the long period of 
musical brilliiancy in the church will 
never lose their artistic value, however 
and interest in them wil] never die as 
long as there is concert opportunity to 
keep alive their beauty and impressive.

HE Pima or Gila river reserva- 
tion is the largest of the four Tes- 
ervations of the Pima agency. It 
is about 45 miles long and {4 miles 
wide, situated on the Gila river in south- 
ern Arizona, crossed ‘by the Southern 
Pacific railroad.

Will Increase Grain Acreage. 


Within the last few years the tendency 
the farmers of Stewart has been 
to increase the acreage in grain and de- 
the production of cotton, but on 
account of the high price of the latter last 
year, more cotton was planted this spring 
than heretofore. But if the prices are not 
maintained, in the opinion of the best 
ifarmers,.the return to large grain crops 
coulda be made without any appreciable 
iloss to the county. 

Judge W., W. Fitzgerald, who 1s one of 
the leading farmers in the county and is 
j}also the owner of the water mills at 
‘Omaha, is encouraging the growing of 
(grain by offering fancy prices for corn 
delivered 
ground into meal, 

“Our mills,” said Judge Fitzgerald, 
ground about 250,000 bushels of meal in 
1903, over one-half of which was western 
‘corn. This at 75 cents the bushel would 
‘have amounted to $187,500 to our farm- 
‘ers had the corn been produced at home 
‘and I believe now that the round lap 
bale is out of the way and a trust about 
to be organized to keep the price of cot-

The Fitzgerald water mills are tn thie 
center of the great cotton . growing sec- 
tion of the county and are well-equipped 
for grinding grain or ginning, the capa- 
city of the ginnery exceeding 60 bales a 
day. The power is water, furnished by 2 
dam 20 feet in height ane amounts to 
about 170 horse power. 


Stewart Has Valuable Minerals. 


Stewart county is the southern limit of 
the mineral belt of Georgia.

She is 
young, and I feel sure that after being 
my wife she will be well provided for, 
and I also feel that I should only be 
a burden to her and cause ‘her unhappi- 
ness.

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ONDON, October 15.—The latest of 
§ England’s stateliest homes to pass 

into the hands of an American mil- 
lionaire is Rushton hall, Northampton- 
shire. As recently announced, the lease 
of Rushton hall has been purchased by 
James van Alen, who will probably pass 
the remainder of his days there. 

Northamptonshire is singularly rich in 
Stately mansions of the renaissance pe- 
riod, and Rushton hall, 3 miles from 
Kettering, in the grounds of which is 
the curious triangular lodge built by Gir 
Thomas Tresham, is a stately pile, and 
one of the most interesting of the many 
fine mansions in the county after Burgh- 
ley.

Canada’s New Tariff. 
The conversation here turned to Cana> 
da’s new tariff laws, which are now about 
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dCopyright,;, 1904, by Frank G. Carpenter.) 

St. Louis, October. 15.—(Special.)—‘‘Both 
Mncle Sam and John Bull are bringing 
money.into Canada,’’ said William Hutch- 
Inson, the Canadian commissioner to the 
St. Louis exposition, as we sat together 
today tn the Canadian pavilion. “Fifty. 
thousand American farmers crossed the 
border last vear, and we now have about 
180,000 American settlers. Many of 
these are wel] to do. On the average, 
I should say they bring about $1,000 
ezch into the country, so that we are, 
at least, $150,000,000 richer from our 
recent American immigrants.”’ 


The Canadian Southwest. 

“What is the cause of the exodus?” I 
asked. 

“The high prices of land in the United 
States and the free government lands of 
Canada,”’ said Mr, Hutchinson. “Our 
western country is what Kansas and Ne- 
braska were forty or fifty years ago. 
The land is chiefly owned by the govern- 
ment and the railroads. The Canadian 
Pacific, which built its line from Que- 
bec to Vancouver, had the right to take 
a certain number of alternate sections. 
It picked them out in the richest parts 
ef its territory, and these lands are now 
for sale. The Hudson Bay Company also 
had large grants of land which are now 
in the market. The balance of the un- 
occupied soil belongs to the government, 
and we are alloting it to actual settlers 
in 106-acre tracts. All tgat the settler 
needs to do is to take out his papers, at 
a cost of $10, and live on and cultivate 
the land for three years, when the gov- 
ernment will give him a title. If he 
has song of eighteen years or over, they 
can take up the adjoining quarters, and 
ff such sons are unmaried they can 
live at home with their parents while 
proving up their land. The son of Mr. 
Duncan, one of my assistants here, is an 
Indian boy of 20 years. He was eighteen 
when he took up a quarter section, and 
next year he will get the title to it. 
He has never had more than $100 ahead; 
fut when that title is proved he will be 
worth $2,000. There are hundreds of 
euch instances. A family coming in 
takes up as much as it can, and its mem- 
bers often buy the adjoining railroad 
fands, go that they have good-sized 
farms.” 

“What are the lands worth?” I asked. 

“In the territory where they are being 
' taken up from $7 to $!2 per acre, accord- 
ing to the character of the soil and its 
mearness to the railroad. Speculators 
have picked up here and there some 
large tracts. One company at St. Paul 
recently bought !,000,000 acres at $3 per 
acre, and the people who would not touch 
it a few years ago, when it was a drug 
on the market at $3, fairly fell over 
each other in their eagerness to take it 
at $6” 

100,000,000 Acres of Wheat. 

“Just where is the new wheat region, 
Mr. Hutchinson?” 

“There is some east of Manitoba, but 
the great wheat country of today is in 
Manttoba, and in Assinibola and Saskat- 
chewan, which lie west and northwest of 
it, and also in Alberta beyond, These 
states have vast prairies with wheat 
lands of about 230,000,000 acres. That 
is equal to ten states the size of Ohio, 
and it is estimated that 100,000,000

acres of this are now Offered to home- 
steaders. 

“Just north of that region,” continued 
Mr. Hutchinson, “‘lies Athabasca, a vast 
territory which will raise wheat, but 
which has not yet been opened up to set- 
tlement, Athabasca contains more than 
150,000,000 acres. It is more than three 
times as large as your state of New 
York. Altogether we have now 173,000,- 


| 000 acres in the northwest which have 


been surveyed, but not yet taken up; 
and three-fourths of this is wheat land. 
The wheat belt is a tract about 1,000 


miles long and 400 miles wide. In the | 


eastern part of Canada there are vast 
pulp wood farms, the trees of which are 
worth about $40 per acre. This is also 
wheat land when cleared.” 

“What is the wheat output of the west- 
ern country now?’ 

“Last year it was 65,090,000 bushels. 
Twelve years ago it was practically noth- 
ing.”’

A Nation of Farmers. 

“We are a nation of farmers,” contin- 
ued the Canadian commisisoner. ‘‘That {fs 
our business which we expect to develop 
just as you are doing your manufactur- 
ing. At present there are many large 
farms, but also many small ones. About 
87 per cent of the farmers of Canada 
own their own farms. This Is especially 
so with the French of the northeast. In 
the west farming is done on a large 
scale. The land is broken up with gang 
plows. The threshing Is done by thresh- 
ing gangs who go with their immense 
machines from farm to farm. Ten thou- 
sand Americans came into Canada last 
year to help us harvest our wheat crop. 


New Elevators Everywhere. 

‘The harvests are too big to be put 
into barns, and great elevators have 
been built at the railways stations, so 
that the wheat goes direct from the 
thresher to the elevator without a long 
haul, We have now more than 1,000 
elevators west of Lake Superior, which 
will hold over 40,006.000 bushels of 
wheat at one time. We have one ele- 
vator at Fort Williams, on Lake Supe- 
rior, which has a capacity of 3,200,000 
bushels. We are building more eleva- 
tors right along and more frallroacs. 
I tell you, you people do not realize

Some of the 
best of them are 2,000 miles nearer the 
north pole than this city of St. Louls. 
We also thought the seasons would be 
too short to plant and harvest. We 
have now learned how to work. We 
break up the ground in the summer or 
fall, and seed the wheat crop in the 
following spring. Perhaps, we may raise 
a crop of flax first. The next spring, 
aS S$00n as the snow has gone and 
while the ground is still frozen, it may 
be for several inches, we run the seeder 
Over the fields and cover the grain 
with the dirt on the surface.

It has 
now 70,000 people, and it built more than 
$5,000,000 worth of new buildings last 
year. It has electric lights and railways. 
boulevards and all modern Improvements, 
It will always be the great city of that 
part of the country.” 

“What other big towns have you?” 
“The most of our towns out there are 
small, but they grow rapidly. Calgary 
has now 10,000, and Edmonston, which is 
way up at the terminus of the railroad 
in Alberta, has 15,000. Only a year or so 
ago it had 1,500. Our big cities are now 
in the east. Montrea) is the largest, with 
325,000, and Toronto is next, with yper- 


Naps 100,000 less. We are, however, just 


on the edge of a development. 


The Canada of the Future. 
“Yes, Mr. Hutchinson, but have you 
not been on the edge a long time? What 
are your population and area?’ 


‘Our area is bigger than the whole 


“United States, and our popuiation is now 
about 6,000,000. We have grown slowly, 


but the elements of our national make-up 
are better than yours. We are largely 
Anglo-Saxons, with a mixture of French, 
who are thrifty and easily governed. You 
have a large element from southern 
Eyrope and eastern Europe which is not 
so good."Many of your big cities are full 
of it. Take Buffalo, for instance, just 
across the border. Half of its city offi- 
cials and policemen are Skis, and they 
have a large population of Skis.”’ 

“What do you mean by Skis?’ 

“IT mean Poles and Russians and people 
from southeastern Europe. They are not 
the kind of an immigration we are court- 
ing, nor do they make up any large ele- 
snent of our people... We want Anglo- 
Saxons, Germans and Scandinavians, and 
We are getting them very rapidly. James 
J. Hill, one of your great railroad men, 
Says he beiieves that within fifty years 
Canada will have a population of 50,- 
000,000. It can easily support § several 
times that number.” 

“ot for Annexation. 

“How about Canada becoming a part of 
the United States?” 

“That will never come,” said the Cana- 
dian commissioner. ‘“‘Our people don’t 
want it. We are satisfied with our own 
government and think in many respects 
it is superior to yours. We did have a 
party of annexationists some years ago, 
but that feeling died with the McKinley 
bill.” 

‘How so, Mr. Hutchinson?’ I asked. 

“That bill operated against Canada. and 
it made our people angry. It injured 
many of our industries, but in fhe end 
it proved the best thing that could have 
happened to us. Before that we were 
shipping hay and grain in large quantities 
to the United States. They were sent 
fcross from eastern Canada and taken 
Many 
6éf our French farmers depended upon 
the American market. When the bill 
was passed the hay had to be used at 
heme, and the priests, who fruls the 
French population, had ordered. their 


‘ 
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to be put into foroe. Mr. Hutchinson 
said: 

“Canada ig now enacting, or rather js 
about to enforce, some new laws as to 
| her foreign trade. She does not propose 
\to be the dumping ground of the factories 
‘of the foreign nations, the place where 
‘they can ship their surplus and sell it 
jat lower prices than they are asking 
‘at home, We do not consider this fair to 
our own factories. We propose that such 
goods shall be kept out of the country 
or admitted on such conditions that they 
will not have an advantage over our 
home products. As it is now, your fac- 
tories here will sel! goods to Americans 
at high prices through the triste or 
tariffs, and then dump their surplus 
jinto Canada and sell 2@ at a litt) aove 
;cost. No country can build up a manu- 
facturing industry under such condi- 
ticns. 


How Canada Taxes Great Britain. 


“Again,”’ continued the world’s fair 
commissioner for Canada, “We are guard- 


way. We have, you know, a preferential 
tariff with Great Britain and the col- 
Onies, by which the goods sent from 
such places have a. discount of 33 per 
cent. We find that the German and 
other continental exporters are sending 
their goods into England and are having 
them repacked there and reshipped to 
Canada as English goods. We @on't pro- 
pose to stand that aither.” 

‘‘How are the trusts dealing with Can- 
ada? Is all your business being gobbled 
by great combinations of capital?” 

‘‘Not as in the United States,’’ was the 
reply. ‘“‘We have some great syndicates, 
but nothing like you have here. Our chief 
trusts are the railroad companies and 
the Hudson Bay Company.”’ 

The Hudson Bay Company. 

“How about the Hudson Bay Company, 
is it still strong in Canada?” 

“Yes, it does an enormous business in 
the north and northwest. It has 
agencies all over that country buying 


furs and dealing in all sorts of things, 
It has millions of acres of farm lands 
for sale and altogether its Business is 
enornious.”’ 

“What dividends 
pay ?’’ 

‘T can’t say.” replied the commission- 
er. “The Hudson Bay Company is a 
close corporation and it is safe to venture 
that its profits are very large. Nearly 
all the men who hold much stock in it 
are rich. The most of the stockholders 
live in England.” 

American Money in Canada. 

“Is there much American money in- 
vested in Canada outside the farm 
lands?’’ 

“Yes, a great deal,’’ was the reply. 
‘Your capitalists have investments in our 
railroads, our mines, forests and fac- 
tories, as well as in other things. There 
are a number of American stock raisers 
who have crossed over the border from 
Montana into Alberta to take advantage 
of the vast grazing ranges there. Some 
have shipped their cattle from Texas and 
Nebraska to that part of the country. 
Cattle, ‘hofses and sheep graze out of 
doors there the year round and just now 
cattle are bringing good money. Steers 
were sold at from $40 to $50 per head 
last year.” 

“What kind of stock do you have?” 

Al} the best breeds,”’ said Mr. Hutchin- 
son. “We won't admit poor stock into the 
country. We have laws that bulls for breed 
ing purposes must be well bred and regis- 
tered. The result is that we shall event- 
ually have about the best cattle on this 
continent. We have as good as any on 
the average now.” 

Canada at tie Worid’s Fair. 

In company with Mr. Hutchinson, I took 
a walk through some of the Canadian de- 
partments at the exposition here, That 
country has one of the best of the for- 
eign exhibits, and best arranged. The 
grain interests are well displayed, as are 
also fish, game, fruits and minerals. 
Canada is now shipping vast quantities 
of apples to England; it is raising tons 
upon tons of honey for export: and its 


does the company 


the greatest of the world. Its mineral 
display is especially fine, showing in vast 
quantities those specialties for which 'the 
country is noted. Said Mr. Hutchinson 
as we walked through the Canadian di- 
vision of the mining building: 


Fortunes in Asbestos and Nickel. 

“See those piles of asbestos: -thaf is a 
great product of my cOuntry. We have 
the best and richest asbestos on earth, 
and we are furnishing 90 ner cent of the 
world’s supply. That pile of ore further 
on is nickel; we have tons of it here. 
That is another of Canada’s specialties, 
for we supply 50 per cent of all used 
by man. It is employed, you know, 
largely in the armifes and navies of the 
world, being used to make shells, armor 
plate, etc. Here is a pile of corundum, 
of which we furnish 85 per cent of the 
world's total product, and that ore fur- 
ther on is a combination of cobalt, 
nickel, silver and arsenic; it comes from 
the new mile just discovered by a little 
French blacksmith, who is likely to make 
millions out of his find. We have, in 
short, almost all kinds of metals, from 
coal and iron to gold. Our country has 
never been prospeeted as has the United 
States, and some of the chief mineral 
discoveries of the future may be looked 
for from Canada, British Columbia and 
in the regions of the Yukon.

'In a recent issue of your paper there 
BPpeared from the pen of Mr. J. R. Mos- 
Jey, of Macon. what appears to be an 
amittempted defense of Christian science 
g@uinst encroachménts upon its origi- 
Nality by hypnotists and mesmerists. 
The writer did not see the articles re- 
ferred to by Mr. Mosley, which have, no 
doubt, been ably disposed of, so he has 
mo disposit‘on to revert to them 

The defender of Christian science says 
in his article: ‘It is well to state here 
that the practice of Christian science is 
Dased upon the understanding that God, 
spirit, mind, truth, love, {s the only real 
substance and power. The identity 
evil and disease is denied on this basis. 

’ Hawing thus 
principle, he says 
Plea for the distinct 
Christian science;’’ he then 


“We would make 


no distinction between hypnotism and 
Christian science. But I beg leave to 
@iffer from this criticism and say there 
is a distinction—in favor of hypnotism. 

Hypnotism (Greek hupnos, sleep), has 
come to mean “an abnormal mental 
condition characterized by insensibility 
to most impressions of sense, with €x- 
cessive segsibfiity to some impressions, 
and an appearance of total uncon- 
sciousness, especially that variety of 
this condition that is artificially pro- 
duced,”’ such as the concentration of the 
Mind and gaze upon the eye of another 
or upon some bright substance held 
‘Close. It has for its synonym mesmer: 
lém, a theory of Dr. Mesmer, of Ger- 
many, that certain wills have a certain 
power over certain other wills by means 
of animal magnetism. 

So much for this, which is merely to 
give an idea of hypnotism and mesmer- 
ism, ang not to project it into the dis- 
cussion at all. 

Science is defined as ‘‘the comprehen- 
gion or understanding of facts and prin- 
ciples.’’ 

Wecan understand somewhat concern- 
ing these metaphysical principles above 
named, and comprehend some facts 
about them, but when We are told that 
“Christian science is based upon the 
understanding that God (interpreted by 
dashes to Men spirit, or mind, or truth, 
or love), is the only real substance or 
rower,” we cannot quite comprehend 
Him as a substance, nor have we found 
anyone who can; moreover, we cannot 
understand Him as power, and have 
never seen a Christian Scientists who can 
make it plain, for ‘“‘who can, by search. 
ing, find out God?’

A person must certainly be in a hyp- 
notic gtate who cannot identifv evil 
when he comes across it—it is spiritual 
hypnosis that power beyond the sug- 
gestion of Sclence is required to over- 
come. There is little in a theory having 
much contradiction in it, to com- 
mend .it to a normal mind. 

On the basis that God, Spirit (as above 
interpreted), is the only real substance 
and power, why should any terms con- 
tradictory be named? There is no identi- 
ty between God and evil. 

On the same basis, why should the 
“Allness of God,’ as Truth, be contra- 
dicted by error? Why name a contradic- 
tory term at all, such as “a discordant 
bodily condition is the result of an er 
roneous mental state?’’ 

The defender says that every mental 
plea that the Scientist employs in heal- 
ing the sick is made for and in behalt 
of the omnipotence, omniscience and 
omnipresence of God.’’ Now behold the 
soundness of a contradictory argument! 
His principle is that God is the only 
power—His omnipotence; “the Allness of 
God’’—His omnipresence, and mind—His 
omniscience. On this principle “the iden- 
tity of disease is denied.’’ 

And yet on this same principle disease 
is healed. Verily we have here what tho 
old lady termed ‘“‘the sign of a token,” 
the denial of a contradiction and the 
contradiction of a denial. In the mean- 
time, for the want of the services of a 
physician a poor woman, under this de- 
lusion covered with Christ’s name, dies 
in Savannah of a hemorrhage, because 
she is a Christian Scienttst. 

Incidentally, allow me to say that the 
“thought of man ts evil continua!ly,”’ 
and “as he thinketh in his heart, So is 
he,’’ so Paul had the right to say (be- 
cause he recognized it), “that when I 
would be good, evil is present With me.” 

Who follows the light of Christian 
Science becomes lost in the mazes of 
many contradictions; but whoever obeys 
the Christ, as he bids men to follow Him, 
“shall not walk in darkness, Dut have 
the light of life.’’

The war has not apparenfly hindered 
the missionaries. Either from a desire 
to have them, or for diplomatic reasons, 
Japan is taking pains to extend them 
every courtesy.

94! yen ($134,000).

members in the diet—the Japanese house 
of parliament. In the house of com- 
mons, the president, or premier, is a 
Christian. also one of the cabinet min- 
fsters. Three per cent of the army offi- 
¢ers are Christians, and the command- 
ers of several warships.

The Agnosticism of Jesus. 
Rev. R. J. Campbell last month preach- 
ed a sermon in the City Temple, London, 
Which suggests how great a change has 
come in the theology of some Christian 
teachers. He is listened to with greater

' preacher in the metropolis. He told his 
hearers that Jesus was a child of his 
time, with a limited consciousness of His 
mission and destiny; that he thhad no dual 
consciousness, could not be at once finite 
and infinite. ‘‘He never seems to have 
looked much further than his own gen- 
eration.’’ “In political history’ the 
| knowledge of Jesus appears to have been 
confined to his own people and to the in- 
tluence of Rome upon them.” ‘‘He not 
only anticipated the speedy end of the 
world, but that it would be of a cata- 
clysmal character.’’
